From 
the time/the announcumnt was :nu:le 
this morning that Ui I'olleUo through 
his state central committee had un- 
sealed sixty four and half regularly 
, fleeted ami-La Follette deiegatos and 


seated sixty-four \jn Toilette delegat- 


• es In their places thus giving him a 


majority In the state convention, all 
hopes of fairness wait dispelled. . 


All Cut And Dried 
General ttryant called the conven- 


tion to order and Immediately hand- 
ed the gavel over to former speaker 
Irving Lunroot who closely followed 
the type-written Instructions he had 
In-fore him even so far as to call on 
Mr. Chynoweth as.had been arrang- 
ed when Mr. Miller of Dane county 
was to make the speech but had not 
so notified the chair. 
At no time 


was the conservative element given 
a fair hearing. . Hltterly arraigned 
by speaker Lcnroot In his opening 
tirade when he urged the Conserva- 
tive element to 
leave 
the 
party 


and make way for some other party 
which would- gladly fallow the ban- 
ner of La Folk-tie, these Insults were 
borne- until Senator Hudner 
arose 


to make the motion that tho tempo- 
rary organization be made perman- 
ent. 
" " " ' Jefffls's -Last Objection 


' Here Mr. Malcolm G. Jeffrls arose 
to make ins last objection. 
In clear 


concise language he told tho conven- 
tion that he had the last remark to 
make and he would make It In the 
present convention, and. turning to 
the conservative element which had 
stood solidly throughout the 
many 


ballots of tho afternoon, announced 
In tones which were heard a bloc.* 
away "There will be a meeting of the 
antl-thlrd-term delegates, the major- 
ity of the republican delegates of tho 
state convention at eight o'clock." 


Rights Trampled Upon 


The first fight of tho convention 


came upon the report of the .state 
central committee. 
In the debates 


which followed every 
motion was 


fought by M. O.' Jeffrls and 
E. U. 


Hicks of Oshkosh who were the two 
conservative champions. Judge Han- 
croft, the man who came to Madison 
with a state platform In his pocket 
condemning railroads and riding on 
a railroad pass, as Mr. Jeffris stated 
In jjpen debate. Senator Miller, and 
"Senator Hudner were 
tho so-caliod 
champions of La Follettelsm.' Not 
a slnglef.'declslon was made by the 
chair on'anjr question which favoro:! 
the conservative element In any par- 
ticular. 
They were ignored repeat- 


edly for La Follette delegates and 
•when they were explaining matters 
relating to the welfare of the party 
tip woufd Jump some La Follutte del- 
egate acting under Instructions and 
state the debate was not germane to 
the Question and the speaker wcui>. 
be ordered to tlcSlst. 


Driven To A Stand 
Beaten In every contest by the sol- 


id vote of the La Follcttu majority, 
connived at by tho state central com- 
mittee, goaded by the merciless at- 
tacks of tho La Fuilettc Jeaders, Mr. 
Jeffrls made his announcement 
of 


another meeting at which the repub- 
lican majority would have their say 
and not the minority of the delegates. 
This action was brought about direct- 
ly by a motion of state senator HuJ- 


• ner to the effect tlmt the temporary 


organization be made the permanent 
organization. 
Mr. Hicks rose In pro- 


test and so did Mr. Jeffrls.

words were useless tho conservative 
element with the exception of a hun- 
dred and twenty nine Cook delegates 
refused to vote on the question and 
left tho hall. 


Futile Plea For Harmony 


At this conjuncture. Mr. Kicks of 


Oshkosh made a passionate pica for 
party harmony and recognition. 
He 


deplored the cruel campaigns of the 
past six years, the abuses of tho re- 
publican party by a few men, and 
begged the delegates to 
consider 


what their action would mean to tho 
convention, to thu republican party!

Real Convention Meets 


The conservative republicans met 
at the opera house at eight o'clock 
last night. Thej republican conven 
tlon. was called to order pursuant to 
the' announcement' of Floor Leader.

any part of tho homo market, and 
equally unwise to legislate In n man- 
ner to provoke American industries 
Into making war upon one another," 
andithu added declaration "for reci-

only." 


Secretary Shaw addressed tho con- 


vention to say that tho principal IHSIIO 
In tho campaign Oils year probably 
will he based on the claim that pro- 
tected Industries arc selling abroad 
cheaper than at homo. Ho declared 
that no Republican should be afraid 
to admit the truth of It and defend It, 
for, said he, but one-thirtieth of I per 
cent of the products sold abroad are 
sold cheaper than at homo, and It Is 
both good business and good states- 
manship.
